HELP NEEDED FROM TORRANCE 
RESIDENTS 


In Torrance there is a section (45.6.8) 
of the City Code which states as follows: 
Any person who rides a motorcycle or 
motor-driven cycle on any vacant lot in 
the City and disturbs a substantial num- 
ber of persons in the neighborhood of 
such lot, by noise, dust, smoke, or fumes 
caused by such motorcycle shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, 

This is obviously against us, butnotto 
the degree most of you think, The prob- 
lem we have had is the way the police try 
to enforce it, For sometime now in many 
cases police have completely ignored the 
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portion that states: Disturbs a substantial 
number of persons in the neighborhood. 
Therefore, when they see a bike being 
operated on a vacant lot the officer in- 
forms the rider there is a law against 
what he is doing, and tells the rider to 
leave. 

Most of us being law-abiding citizens 
are willing to rely on the officers inte- 
grity and would leave, believing we had 
broken the law, Some would return and 
receive a citation, rather than spend the 
time to fight it in court, If you did have 
time, and pleaded not guilty, it would not 
be prosecuted due to lack of a substantial 
number of complaints, So really we stand 
a good chance of beating any charge that 
stems from the above section, If we want 
to spend the time, 

In about Aug, of 19682 number of bike 
riders went to the Council meeting to 
have the above section revised or re- 
pealed, The councilrequested the Traffic 
Commission to meet with the bike riders 
and return a recommendation to the 
council, The meeting was held in Sept, 
1968 (I was unable to attend), After lis- 
tening to the bike riders, the commission 
passed a motion to revise the above 
section to include jeeps, dune buggies, 
go carts and that mufflers be required. 

The proposed revision deviates great- 
ly from the Traffic Commission's mo- 
tion, The new proposed section, which 
would replace the existing one states: 
Any person who operates a motorcycle, 
trail bike, mini bike, dune buggy, motor 
scooter, jeep or other motor driven ve- 
hicle on any vacant lot, vacant property 
or acreage within the City and disturbs 
the peace or quiet of any neighborhood 
or person by noise, dust, smoke, or fumes 
caused by such vehicle shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 

The new section went to council Jan. 
21, 1969 for adoption, I was able to ob- 
tain a three week delay to inform inter- 
ested parties (YOU). I am fairly confi- 
dent the council will reject the proposed 
section when made aware of the bad 
points, A large attendance will definite- 
ly help the outcome, I respectfully re- 
quest your presence to make council 
aware that many Torrance residents 
like off the road riding. You can also 
express your views of the proposed and 
existing ordinance if you desire, but 
be there.

The finish was contested by those who 
claimed that Brooks didn't pass Roberts 
or Fields on the course, that they ran 
first and second on the firstloop followed 
by Brooks. The contention seemed to be 
that Brooks is not a good enough rider 
to pass Roberts or Fields, 

The facts to be considered are: 

1. Brooks made all check points, 

2. Brooks was not seen by any of the

Ride a Mud Scrambles

WILLOW CREEK, Cal, Jan. 19 — The 
Trailsters advertised agrass scrambles 
but, after 48 hours of rain and a few 
practice laps, all concerned decided that 
Mud Scrambles would be more appropri- 
ate. The three-quarter mile course was 
laid out twisting around the parking lot of 
the club-owned T.T, track. Holes that 
weren't there the lap before put rider 
after rider down into the mud. Not one 
entry could say that he hadn't been down 
at least once, 

After taking a look at the course, rain, 
mud-splattered riders and overall scene, 
Some of the less hardy riders did not 
bother to unload their machines, Some of 
the less hardy machines gave up after a 
few laps. Water-proofing is the name of 
the game in this area but the rain coming 
out of the sky was enough to side-line a 
machine, After a few laps, everyone 
looked alike, 

Something never seen before — at the 
end of each moto, the riders would circle 
back and tell the scorers who they were 
and how they finished, Once two riders 
went down near each other, got up,

Got Your Papers Straight? 
Even On Your Race Machine

“Tf you keep a motorcycle long enough, 
you're going to have it stolen." These 
shocking words came from Detective 
Charles Hollingsworth, Auto Theft De- 
tail, Huntington Beach Police Depart- 
ment; and he backed up that statementby 
providing the statistics to prove it. 

As of July 1968, 46,483 vehicles were 
Stolen and a whopping 16,512 of these 
were motorcycles, That's enough to make 
you wantto rush home, put two more locks 
on the door and keep a brace of bulldogs 
in your garage. Not only that, the rate of 
recovery on motorcycles is very small 


-due to the fact that many of them are 


broken up and.sold as parts or changed 
into dirt bikes, - 

Don’t think either that stealing bikes 
is only done by kids or one-shot artists. 
Hollingsworth said they have evidence

Altered frame numbers making the frame il- 
legal. Some thieves skillfully add body putty 
over filed-off numbers and re-stamp new num- 
bers with factory correct dies. However, the 
law has lab technicians who can bring out 


almost completely obliterrated numbers. 
that there is a highly efficient syndicate- 
type group in business, Case in point; 
a man who stopped for a quick beer on 
the way home. His 74 was out in front 
chained to a lamppost with the frontfork 
also locked. When he came out, it was 
gone. As Hollingsworth said, you can’t 
steal a full-dress Harley in that short 
a time without planning, and with the 
proper equipment, like a truck equipped 
with a hoist. 

Police have long been aware of the 
stolen motorcycle problem but are only 
now starting to really do something about 
it. With the continuing growth in sales it 
will become an intolerable theftproblem 
very shortly. Stolen bikes are handled 
through Auto Theft and they always have 
their hands more than full in just handling 
four-wheeled vehicles without needing 
this added burden. They are also ham- 
pered by D.M.V. people who are un- 
familiar with motorcycle registrations; a 
shortage of untrained officers who don’t 
know exactly what to look for in checking 
a bike; and the riding public, many of 
whom don’t give a hoot until they them- 
selves are caught up in a theft situation. 
Then they tend to yell long and loud! 

Things are changing though, Detective 
Hollingsworth ana others are willing to 
assist any Police Department who needs 


я 
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help in checking out bikes, He hopes for 
the day when all our tracks and road runs 
will be free from those riding the $200 
variety of bike alongside the honest citi- 
zen who paid maybe $1300 for the same 
model. He feels we should all have enough 
pride in our sport to want to clean up 
this mess — and a mess it is. 

Without so many people eager to savea 
buck (and all of us are tempted now and 
again) the thieves wouldn’tbe able to stay 
in business, The bad part is that somany 
parts are readily available to racers who 
have blown up and don’t want to pay the 
going price on a partfrom their dealer... 
and in some cases dealers too have stock 
that isn’t kosher! 

**What machines are stolen the most?” 
we asked Hollingsworth, ‘First, Honda, 
the kids really go after those and we 
‘almost never get them back, then Harley, 
Triumph, Yamaha, BSA and Suzuki," 

Remember the uproar that took place 
late last year when the Huntington Beach 
track opened and the police department 
checked and impounded bikes? Eventually 
this will happen at all tracks and even the 
desert will not be immune as the police 
move into a more concentrated program. 
The two cases in point we’ll use will be 
John Kavanaugh and Terry Dorsch whose 
Triumphs were impounded the second 
race there, 

Kavanaugh’s frame definitely showeda 
“funny number’’, an expression used to 
classify either one that has odd-sized 
numbers, ones defaced or re-stamped 
or anything that deviates from the fac- 
tory norm and every factory has its own 
style of stamping, Anything that is not 
factory fresh is suspect, and the lawhas 
the right to impound it on the spot re- 
gardless of what papers you hold proving 
the bike is yours, 

In this case the frame looked in one 
Spot like a rasp of some kind had been 
used although the number didn'tappear to 
be re-stamped, Dorsch's machine had a 
chrome frame on it, making itextremely 
difficult to check any numbers, plus one 
engine number turned sideways, 

Kavanaugh had purchsed his machine 
out of the crate from a very reputable 
dealer and Hazen Bair from Johnson 
Motors was present with us in Hollings- 
worth’s office to assist by presenting 
documentation on this particular ma- 
chine. The change or attempted change 
was not recorded from the factory as 
they sometimes are when a mistake oc- 
curs in the initial stamping, butall other 
Papers were in order and shown, 
Dorsch’s machine was purchased as a 
used dirt bike with the too-often hazy 
history of same but all his purchase 
papers were in order. He had bought it 
fairly cheaply and had spent a lot of 
money fixing it into the beautiful ma- 
chine it is (or was). 


Destroy Machine 


After the Department impounds a ma- 
chine and checks out numbers it is up to 
the officer in charge as to what happens 
next, If the machine or parts of it are 
definitely stolen, and the numbers are 
unchanged, and the lucky ex-owner can 
be traced, he gets it back, If this is im- 
possible because of number changes the 
officer can go to court and ask for a 
judgment to destroy the parts or complete 
machine, In the case of parts only, the 
owner is returned the parts not stolen. 
So if you have an engine that doesn't fit 
what the law says, you might get back

everything else back but that, or every- 
thing but the frame, 

In Kavanaugh’s case he was returned 
his complete machine because this was 
obviously a case of something going 
wrong somewhere and he was caught in 
the middle, His frame, though, is still 
‘illegal’’ in that it has that funny number 
on it, His recourse now is to have the 
distributor or the dealer provide him 
with a new frame with the new numbers 
run through the D.M.V, Otherwise the 
next officer who looks at it can impound 
it and put hitn through the whole thing all 
over again, Dorsch, however, losta con- 
siderable portion of his bike including 
that beautiful frame, Ask him how he 
feels about that, 


Protecting Yourself 


To try to protect yourself, first, take 
a good look at any machine you buy, even 
if it’s brand spanking new. Lately the best 
manufacturers, well aware of these prob- 
lems, are coming up with numbers al- 
most impossible to change, Buy from a 
reputable dealer, There are such things 
as law suits, and he knows it, This gives 
you an added protection, but still, just 
peek at those numbers, It’s your money 
at stake, If you think numbers lookfunny 
then take time to have them checked by 
the law and don’t complete the financial 
transaction until you do, and the D.M,V, 
has cleared the paper work, And if just 
the paper work looks a little weird, don’t 
come up with the final payment until that 
is cleared too, 

Don't buy when the paper work looks 
hazy. Make sure the papers are com- 
pletely in order especially when buying a 
used dirt bike and from a private party, 
Even this won’t protect you from losing 
your machine if you doend up with some- 
thing stolen, but it helps. 

Howevermuch as you want to pretty up 
your bike don’t polish numbers off cases, 
obliterate them or make them hard to 
see, We know there are cases without 
numbers especially on the professional 
circuit, plus special frames etc., a fact 
that gives the police a headache thinking 
about it; but they're cracking down there 
too. Leave those numbers on. By taking 
them off you've earned the right to have 
your bike impounded. Anyone can make 
a mistake and pick up a bike with all 
paperwork in order (titles can be falsi- 
fied) so it pays to give a little thought 
to all transactions. 

Remember that if you’re picked up 
you’ll lose your bike, plus what you paid 
for it if found guilty. Chances are, the 
thief will still be walking around, with 
you still making payments, If you do come 
onto a situation where you know darn well 
Stolen stuff is being peddled, have a word 
with an officer you know. 

One trailbike rider did, after a chopper 
rider bragged a bit on his equipment, 
End result was a bust of a ring bringing 
stolen bikes into California from the 
mid-west. If you don't have an officer 
you know, ask around, or call Dectective 
Hollingsworth. 

We visited the impound barn where all 
the machines were, and rejoinced to see 
how they were handled, Each bike was 
carefully swathed in heavy quilting. After 
a recent impounding where Hollingsworth 
had seven machines there he slept with 
them for a few nights ‘just in case," 
Thieves have been known to swipe im- 
pounded machines from right under 
Police noses.

Plans are now being formulated for the 
1969 Inter-Am Moto-Cross Series to be 
held in the United States and Canada. So 
far, the schedule consists of twelve 
events, In several of the events, the in- 
ternational riders will be split and half 
of them will participate in one event and 
the other half in another on the same date 
in various parts of the country, This is 
being done to help some of the smaller 
promoters who are unable to draw as 
large spectator crowds and therefore 
will not have to pay out such a large 
guarantee but will still be able to give 
people in the United States a chance to 
see true international moto-cross rac- 
ing. We think this is a very good idea, 
especially in the less populated areas 
where the promoter does not have the 
potential to afford an expensive guar- 
anteed event. 

We have been told that this year there 
will be an added incentive for the top 
U.S, citizen rider, This ‘‘citizen’’ desig- 
nation will eliminate European riders 
who have come to America to live and 
are participating in international events 
with either a U.S, or foreign license. 

There is the possibility that the top 
U.S. rider will have the opportunity to go 
to Europe, expenses paid, to participate 
in some European moto-cross events, As 
this is confirmed and we receive more 
information, it will appear in this column. 

Most of the promoters and riders who 
participated in last year’s Inter-Am 
series were very enthusiastic, I think for 
the first time a greater amount of people 
in the United States were able to see true 
moto-cross racing than in the pastandit 
Should do a great deal to increase the 
popularity not only of moto-cross racing 
but of other forms of motorcycle compe- 
tition events. 

We are confident that if speedway rac- 
ing receives as good reception as moto- 
cross has, this too will do a great deal 
to promote motorcycling, especially in 
the international aspect. 

We understand this year there will be 
a new promoter at Whiteman Stadium, 
and the person doing the promotion isan 
ex-speedway racer and understands 
many of the problems facing the rider 
and spectator, We look forward toanex- 
cellent program, not only entertaining to 
the spectators but also more equitable to 
the riders participating in the events 
which should make for better racing 
in general.

SAN RAFAEL, Cal,, Dec, 19— Only six 
clubs showed up for the meeting that 
spawned the new District 36 Motorcycle 
Association , a group trying to persuade 
with a united voice. 

Their persuasion will be directed at 
parks and recreation and state officials 
involved with giving OKs on public land 
for bike use. 

They have the ear of James E, Warren, 
chief of planning and development for 
the State. 

The new association is asking that new 
parks be opened on a county-control 
basis, rather than the present State- 
control system, The latter provides just 
two parks for bikes — Point Mugu, north 
of Los Angeles, and Henry Coe, south of 
San Francisco. 

They want the State to tell the counties 
to free land now used by water and utility 
companies, leased by businesses, or now 
owned by the State; this land to be con- 
verted to recreational riding and train- 
ing areas. 

They want 2000 acres of such land in 
every county, rotated each year to mini- 
mize erosion and sustain the protection 
of wildlife; and they’re also going to ask 
that trails be created throughout each 
county for touring and trail-riding 
groups.

Built For Serious Moto-Cross 


By Cycle News Staff 


With the increase in serious moto- 
cross competition across the country, the 
cry for seriously set-up moto-cross 
equipment is being felt by many distri- 
butors of competition motorcycles. Ossa 
motorcycles of Spain have come up witha 
250 moto-cross racer for ‘69 with some 
desirable additions to fill the competi- 
tors’ needs, 

Outside appearance finds detail strip- 
ing on the red and gray fiberglass seat- 
tank combination that adds to the overall 
look of the 250. 

Now we get to the what-makes-it-go 
material, Ossa has incorporated an elec- 
tronic ignition system that appears tobe 
problem free; we wouldn’t suggest hold- 
ing the plug wire and kicking it over, it 
puts out 40,000 volts. The IRZ 32mm 
double needle carburetor gives the 250 
all needle bearing engine all the atmos- 
phere it needs without having to re-jetfor 
altitude change as often as other makes, 

With a bore of 74mm and stroke of 
60mm the total engine displacement 
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comes out at 244 cubic centimeters, with 
an engine rating of over 30 hp. The Ossa 
was found to get more usable power to 
the ground than some of the other popular 
250's on the market; this should prove to 
be a deciding factor in future races, 

It pulled strong from down low on the 
revs all the way up through the entire 
range. Mid-range power is exceptionally 
good, 

We managed to run the Ossa 250 off 
against some of the popular 360’s in an 
out-and-out drag race and were delight- 
fully surprised to find it would pull right 
along with them. In fact it pulled away 
from several of the big bikes in a fifty- 
yard drag in the dirtin three consecutive 
runs, Not bad. 

Wheelbase is about 55 inches, and the 
bike seems to handle well in open desert 
and on the moto-cross circuit, The Ossa 
is also an excellent slider; no tendency 
to high-side or drop out from under the 
rider, This fact alone would be a reason 
for it’s success on local TT scrambles 
tracks of late, 

Telesco front forks with seven inches 
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Dick Mann, National #2, is involved in development on the Spanish Ossa and is also their top 
rider. 


of travel are used with three different 
spring rates available. We had the softest 
set on our test bike; with a 150-pound 
rider aboard they seemeda little spongy.

gear ratios are as follows; first, 244:1;

I haven't received word yet from 
AHRA on why the gates of the Winter- 
nationals were closed on motorcycles, 
but I have received word indirectly, 
from Beeline Dragway. 

Matt Glover, a resident of Tempe, 
Arizona, and a writer for Cycle News, 
wrote in with this information: Jan. 16, 
he phoned Jim Rogers at his home (Jim 
manages Beeline Dragway) and asked him 
if he would verify the fact the bikes were 
not running. He said ‘‘Yes, thatis true’’. 
When asked if there was any particular 


reason, Jim replied, without any hesita- 
tion, that they have trouble with them, 
They fight amongst themselves, and most 
important, the motorcycle manufactur- 
ers do not support the event, Matt went 
on to say that local bikes run at Beeline 
Dragway regularly, and therefore, there 
is apparently no clash of personalities on 
the local scene. 

Well, now you have it, I will still pub- 
lish the answer I get from AHRA; and 
when everybody gets it out of their 
systems, I hope we can put our heads 
together and work something out so the 
gates will always be open to the bikes, 


Getting Yourself Down To The Staging Area 


For those of you interested in drag 
racing, but who have never taken that 
first step to get to the local strip be- 
cause you think there are too many 
hassles (or, in other words, you just don't 
know what to do) let me explain whatyou 
will go through to get to the staging area. 

Let’s say you have a stock factory 
machine, If so, you shouldn’t have any 
sweat passing inspection. But a good 
thing to do before leaving home is to 
check your bike over yourself, (You can 
do this with a wrench), Make sureall the 
nuts and bolts are tight, If something 
falls off during a run it can not only be 
embarrassing, but it canalso bea danger 
to yourself or someone else. 

While still at home, make sure you 
have a heavy jacket, crash helmet, gog- 
gles or face shield and gloves, As for 
footwear, you must have boots or lace up 
Shoes. Tennis shoes are O.K. Now that 
you have all these things on, you can 
jump on your machine and head for the 
local drag strip. 

At some strips you can get your entry 
card at the entrance, If not, ask the man 
selling tickets and he will send you in the 
right direction. When you purchase your 
$1 entry form, you will also have to buy 
a $1 pit pass. The pit pass is also your 
insurance, If at any time you get hurt, 
on or off your machine, the strip will see 
to it that you get the proper attention, 
They will even give you a free ride in 
the ambulance if you need it, Now that 
you have your entry card filled out and 
your pit pass on, you can start looking for 
the motorcycle Pit Director. Any of the 
strip personnel or the Special Police 
Officers can tell you how to accomplish 
that, Once you've found the Director, he 
will take your entry card and make an 
inspection of your machine, After thisis 
done, he will issue you a number, and 
will put your bike in a class along with 
other bikes of the same, or near the 
same displacement, If you have any ques- 
tions to ask, this is the time to do so. 

You will be allowed several practice

runs and that will give you a little time 
to get used to things. 

The first run is the hardest. You will 
feel a little nervous and tense as you ride 
into the staging area. After you've staged, 
this condition will get a little worse, but 
not for long. The green light will come 
on and you will be busy riding down the 
Strip, After a few runs, that nervousness 
sort of leaves and you get used to things. 
You don't seem to notice all those eyes 
staring at you anymore and you're all 
ready for the eliminations, 

The director will match you up with 
another rider. From here on, I don't 
think I have to say much, Just — Good 
Luck! And remember, win or lose, it’s 
one hell of a lot of fun, 

For those of you who wanttorunin the 
Modified or Gas class, your best bet 
would be to take a trip to the drag strip 
beforehand and get some ideas and 
information, 

I don’t think I have to say muchfor the 
Fuel burners. Most of them have worked 
their way up through the divisions, 

Remember, you female riders are al- 
ways welcome, and the Pit Directors 
usually go WAY out of their way to help 
you gals, 

One last thing, The age limit at most 
strips is 16, and you must have a valid 
driver’s license. Check with your local 
drag strip for the ruling onthe age limit, 
as this tends to vary from strip tostrip.

TT racing in the United States, will once 
again boast of several Expertriders who 
in 1969 should once again lead the nation 
in the twist and turn department, National 
Numbers all, each is truly anaggressive 
competitor, each capable of the ‘big’ win. 

First, and highest ranking Expert for 
the ‘68 season in national TT points, is 
Sonny Burres, National Number 69, From 
Portland, Oregon, this is the third 
straight year that this 33-year-old, sev- 
en-year Expert has held this nation-wide 
title aboard Triumph; Burres says this 
year is his year to go hard with his 
number. It will be Burres' last racing 
year. 

A new National Number comes to 
Oregon, 70, and goes to the young 20- 
year-old second-year Expert Mark Wil- 
liams. Williams and his Triumph willbe 
the rider to beat in the Northwest this 
season; he gave warning of things to come 
when he mixed it up with, and often beat, 
the Californians, when they journeyed 
into his area, Watch this new National 
Number, the *Kid' from Cottage Grove, 
Oregon.

Back in Oregon again will be seen the 
gentle National Number 14, belonging to 
the Portland stevedore, Gary Davis.

From Milwaukiee, Oregon, again on 
Triumph, we have National Number 97, 
Dick Jagow. Thirty-year-old Jagow, 
father of four, is possibly the best all- 
around rider Oregon has, adeptat cross- 
country racing, excellent at Moto-Cross, 
and strong at the TT. 

It's back to Washington for the last of 
the Northwest National Numbers, From 
Kennewick, National Number 91, Rolland 
Hall, injured in mid-‘67, might return 
this year aboard Triumph.

Oh, Glens’ still around, says he's 
willing to race, but is undecided, The 
number 67 will not be seen in this area,

AFM to set up 
Moto-Cross, Road 


Race Prize Fund 


NORTH HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Jan, 13— A 
national road-racing and motocross fund 
will be setup by the American Federation 
of Motorcyclists this year. The money 
will come from entry fees — $1.50 from 
road-racing national points meets, $1 
from moto-cross national points meets. 

Based on the number of riders expect- 
ed, this fund would add up to $2700 for 
road-racers, $1800 for moto-cross. 

Based on these figures, the national 
points winners would receive $1050 and 
$720, respectively. 

National classes for moto-cross will 
be Senior 125, 250 and 500cc; national 
road-racing classes will be 101-175, 
250, 350 and 351-1000cc, plus 250- 
1300ce sidecar, 

Sidecar road-racing will have a sepa- 
rate system, 

This point fund will be extra; the usual 
prize money will be paid at every AFM 
points meeting. The minimum purse at 
an AFM points road races will be $750, 
Tom Finlay, AFM secretary, said $1000 
will be paid whenever possible. 

In 1969 road racing licenses will be 
issued on a Junior and Senior basis, as 
in moto-cross. Only Seniors will be al- 
lowed to compete in the four solo cham- 
pionship classes at a points or profes- 
sional meet, All new riders, and those 
with 1968 Production licenses, will be 
Juniors, They can make Senior by July 
if they pick up 24 points, Last year’s 
top points winner was Pete Giordanengo 
in the 125cc class, with 94, 

Finlay reports that AFM by-law chan- 
ges, announced at the Jan, 12 meeting 
will allow the offices to be moved to Los 
Angeles County, and people will be hired 
for publicity and bookkeeping. 

He urged members to vote on the 
proposals, **But for those who don't like 
to write,” he added, “we will assume 
that no answer is an affirmative vote,”

Boaz And Halford Boys 
Have A Manzanita Blast

PHOENIX, Arizona, Jan, 12 — Tempera- 
ture 69 (in the shade) TT races sponsored 
by A.M.R.A, (Arizona Motorcycle Racing 
Assn.) at Manzanita Speedway, 35thAve. 
and Broadway. This is a quarter-mile 
oval within a half-mile oval, allhardclay 
dirt, 

In the summer, when the daytime tem- 
perature gets up to 115 plus, in the shade, 
races will be under the lights (and stars) 
on Friday nights. 

Fifty-two bikes registered on the grid 
board, with the 125 Novice and Amateur 
to run together, also Open Amateurs and 
Experts in one race. There were only 
two 125 Amateur bikes on the board, and 
Bill Cramer (Bri) won first overallin the 
heat and main, leading from start to 
finish, Amateur Ron Shuman (Yam) ran 
second all the way in the heat, with nov- 
ice D, Shuman (Kaw), third. 

Shuman started off the same way in the 
main but konked out on the sweeper in the 
second lap. D. Shuman (Kaw) came up 
from fourth place at lap one to take sec- 
ond overall this time, and the winning 
novice, 

In the 250 Novice heat Jim Ludi (Yam) 
and Robert Ritz (Yam) first and second 
all the way, In the main it was the same 
Story, nip and tuck, but at the end of the 


Paul Lass: He’s Racing Again At 43

Paul Lass owns a small Harley- 
Davidson shop in Bellflower. 

Its an unimposing store; no glittery 
facade, no strident ‘‘image,’’ and, on 
chilly days, no heat, ‘Every year about 
this time my secretary threatens to quit 
because of the cold, And every year I 
have to promise and cajole and be sweet 
to her until it warms up," Paul said. 

Paul took his first motorcycle ride 
when he was seventeen, ‘‘I didn’t really 
mean to take my friend’s bike without 
permission. But that big gleaming Harley 
sitting outside the neighborhood skating 
rink was too tempting,’’ 

In 1956, he joined Bates Industries as 
Production Engineer, in charge of de- 
signing new tooling and developing new 
and better production techniques. Be- 
cause others in the company were avid 
cyclists, he began riding around on the 
weekends on an old dirt machine, and 
was soon turning out for Sportsman com- 

- petition in District 37. After a season on 
his tired thumper, he decided to purchase 
a brand new 500cc AJS single, But with 
only 30 miles on the odometer, a friend 
took the new machine out for a spin and 
stacked it up. 

While rebuilding the bike, Paulandhis 
buddy decided to turn it into something 
special. ‘‘We didn’t really plan it that 
way; things just got out of hand,” he re- 
calls, The result was a very sanitary 
customized dirt machine, complete with 
tasteful chrome plating and glistening 
two-tone paint job. The engine was given 
the full treatment, 

Outfitted in new leathers and satin 
jumper, he won the award for best- 
dressed machine and rider at the last 
Catalina Grand Prix in 1958, And bike 
and rider went as good as they looked, 
Paul finished the classic event in six- 
teenth place out of a field of 200 starters, 
After 110 miles and 3-1/2 hours of rac- 
ing, the AJS was still running strong. 

That same year, Paul went to work as 
a road man for Cooper Motors in Bur- 
bank, distributor for Royal Enfield and, 
at that time, Yamaha, 

As challenging as it was, being on the 
road, there were disadvantages. Paul had 
to be away from his family too much, and 
his riding in weekend events was cut to 
a minimum, He missed them both, In 
1960 he made a change. 

With a good job as inside salesman in 
a local bike shop, Paul found he had time 
to begin racing for real, Although miss- 
ing most of the Sportsman scrambles 
season in 1960 he wound upas $25 Expert 
in his district. Then he turned profes- 
sional, riding flattrack and TT races at 
Ascot, and the old Lincoln Park. 

His first ride was a ‘37 Indian, ‘‘It was 


a great flattrack machine, Of course, 


things were a little tricky going into the 
first corner with a hand shifter. But that 
beautiful old Scout sure helped me bring 
home the gold.'* 

And the points, too, In his first year, 
Paul made national #12 as a class C 
Novice, Later he rode Royal Enfields for 
Shell Motors, a dealer in Lynwood, and 
was battling it out regularly with Elliott 
Schultz, Jim Goldsmith, and Blacky 
Bruce, 

Paul’s professional riding ended in 
*62 when he got a job offer from Norm 
Reeves, whom Paul had known for*years 
(Paul bought his first new machine from 
Norm and wore Norm's colors in the 
Catalina race), Reeves was a good busi- 
nessman, on his way to becoming the 
richest Honda dealer in the United States, 
Paul started out as salesman, He worked 
his way up to General Manager, super- 
vising two of Reeves' three locations, 

*Norm's a beautiful person to work 
for. Everything I know about the retail

motorcycle business I learned from 
him.” 

After being with Reeves four years, 
Lass decided to purchase the Harley- 
Davidson shop down the street from 
Norm’s Paramount store. 

The last three years haven't been 
easy, but he has built up a loyal clientele. 
“I soon realized there are motorcycle 
riders, and then there are Harley- 
Davidson riders, The Harley rider is a 
Special breed, very particular and very 
loyal; loyal to Harley-Davidson in gen- 
eral, and loyal to that individual dealer- 
ship that gives him conscientious service 
and a fair shake,” 

Paul guarantees allhis used machines, 
When he gets a used Harley in, he'll 
either fix it back into stock condition or, 
if that's too expensive, he'll make a 
clean, conservative chopper out of it, 
“You have to keep the price under $1000 
or the machine will just sit there," 

He's an honorary life member of the 
Oxnard Motorcycle Club, and very sel- 
dom misses a meeting, although it's an 
85 mile trip both ways. It’s worth it, 
Many Oxnard riders come all the way to 
Paul's shop for servicing and, occasion- 
ally, to purchase a new touring machine. 

Paul takes in the annual Sierra Run, 
renting a cabin or motel room at the 
gathering point and holding open house 
with free drinks and food. (The last trip 
he made, he sold four new bikes.) 

Paul is 43 years old (he looks only 33). 
Besides racing motoreycles profession- 
ally, he’s a skier, 3/4-midget racer, ex- 
hockey player, airplane pilot, and speed- 
boat jockey. 

Following a six-year lay off, he’s 
riding Sportsman TT scrambles again, 
on Saturday nights at Perris, The person 
responsible for Paul's return to racing 
is Vince Graves, his parts man. Vince 
was the overall high point winner at 
Perris’ night events for ‘68, He makes 
sure Paul and his bike are out there 
every race night. 

And what is it like, racing then and 
now? 

“Kids today are going faster, riding 
harder, and have much better equip- 
ment, The new tWo-strokes are much 
more competitive than the old four- 
cycles, A new 360 Bultaco, for instance, 
could wipe out anything available back 
then." 

He's teaching his eight-year-old boy 
to ride, *He'll soon be wanting to ride 
scrambles, and I’m making sure he 
knows how to do it right.’’ 

He’s keeping his eyes open for an old 
JAP speedway machine to build up. He 
wouldn't be thinking of trying his handat 
Speedway racing, would he? That quick 
smile indicated he had something in 
mind, If not as a rider, perhaps as a 
sponsor. With the resurgence of this 
brand of racing, Paul Lass will un- 
doubtedly be part of it. 


second lap they tangled coming out of the 
esses up to the first jump, and flipped, 
eliminating themselves, The race was 
stopped, and restarted, 

Then, Pete Wouters (Yam) and Larry 
Matson (Bul) died on the line, and Curt 
Vail went off course in the first turn, 
considerably thinning the traffic, Ken 
Blatter (Yam) got the jump off the line. 
By the third lap he was way out front 
and stayed there. 

The 250 Amateur belonged to Jim Mor- 
gan (Yam) all the way, but back in the 
pack Paul Niemi (Bul) pulled up from 
third in the first lap to second in the 
second lap, and then lost it in the esses 
on the fourth lap, finishing asanalsoran 
away back, The week before Paul won the 
250 Novice main, so this week they 
moved him up into the Amateurs, In the 
Main he pulled out the stops and took a 
good lead early, hotly pursued by Jim 
Morgan (Yam) and Dale Sturdevant 
(Yam), These first three closed tighter 
and tighter all through the race, But 
Niemi did not have a nemsis this time, 
winning by about five lengths; Morgan 
was about four lengths ahead of Sturde- 
vant, 


Wire To Wire 


Brian Ross (Duc) took the 250 Expert 
heat by about two lengths from Tom Hal- 
ford (Bul) who came through from fourth 
spot on the first lap. However, in the 
Main, Jim Halford (Yam), brother of 
Tom, was not back in the shuffle, dicing. 
He was the leader first and last. Byron 
Boaz (Yam) made second, holding off Tom 
Halford (Bul) who had won the Main the 
week before. 

Jim Edwards (Tri) handily won the 
Open Novice heat race, front running the 
whole distance, However, Dave Ford 
(Tri) copped the Main, from wire to wire, 
beating Jim by a comfortable margin, It 
is evident that the cloud cover is in- 
creasing the humidity; some jet changes 
make the differences in the Mains, And 
so the tuners perform their leger- 
dermain, 

The Open Amateur and Expertheathad 
John Sellers (Tri) closely nipping Sil 
Modesti (Nor) for the win, At the end of 
the first lap Boaz(BSA) closed on Sellers 
for the lead going into the esses, but 
dumped it and was relegated to tail end 
Charley. In three laps Boaz was up to 3rd 
but Time and Distance ran out ahead of 
him, Hey, all you riders from up Denver 
way, remember Don Tointon (BSA), the 
tractor-trailer driver, one of the knights 
of the road? He worked up into a good 
third spot in the third lap but didn’t show 
on the fourth, Yup, ran out of gas, Wonder 
if he shows that in his log book, The 
Main was a different story with a deter- 
mined Boaz (BSA) barreling into the lead 
on the second lap, and that was it, by 
20 lengths, 

Last week they ran 250 and Open flat 
track exhibitions on the quarter mile 
oval, no brakes, The fans seemed to like 
this kind of racing, akin to the caged 
sprint cars which follow the bikes on the 
same track, This week was to be the 
same again, but, at the last minute 
brakes were O.K'd. Consequently, most 
had ‘em but some didn't, which isn't 
good. 

In the 250 Tom Halford (Bul) was out 
front at the drop of the flag, and length- 
ened his lead each lap. Man! This young 
feller is a natural hot shoe, Boaz (Yam) 
held second for three laps, then Lakin 
Gabert (Yam) overtook him for second; 
coming into the home stretch John Hal- 
ford (Yam) (yep, still a third Halford 
brother) edged Boaz for third, almost 
at the wire. 

The Open race was Boaz (BSA) all the 
way, by an ever increasing lead.

Oregon Scrambles No Candy Run 


By Robert Schwarz 


COLTON, Ore., Jan, 12 — When the Lobo 
Motorcycle Club hosted the Hare Scram- 
bles at Colton, it proved to be one of the 
toughest days of the season for such a 
run, Forty-two fearless riders put their 
money on the line to ride five laps of a 
four mile course over half-frozen 
ground, snow, water and lots of mud to 
see who were the really stout ones, 

About 15 prospective riders showed 
up, took one look at the course, snowy 
weather, water and mud and said toheck 
with it, This was no candy run and they 
wanted no part of it, 

From a dead start the riders squirted 
off and funneled into a narrow left hand 
turn creek crossing. For those who were 
eager and cut the corner of the turn, the 
creek was almost bottomless, After a 
slight separation of men from boys here, 
they came to a 100 yard field, one of the 
few good places for passing, This led to 
the base of a hill with several deepruts, 
Woe to the guys who ride with two wheels 
on the ground, and had lowground clear- 
ance or wide engine cases, They just 
about had to ride on the rear wheel like 
Torsten Hallman to get thru this kind of 
stuff, 

After the first lap, Portland’s moto- 


eross ace, Dick Jagow, watered out his 
borrowed 360 Montesa as did hill climb 
champion, Richard Clay, on his 250 Har- 
ley-Davidson, As the event wore on the 
water problem managed to put abouthalf 
the bikes out of commission, About 25% 
of the other riders didn’t finish because 
of other reasons or they were just plain 
tired of trying to maintain such a gruel- 
ling pace thru such rugged country, 

All through the race there was a con- 
test for first place between Dale Walker 
and Clarence Paughts (pronounced 
Potts). Each time Clarence would come 
around to check point #1 he would ask 
“how far am I from first place?”’, and 
the checker would tell him ‘‘only 30 
seconds'', With determination and anair 
of nonchalance, Clarence would ease his 
Greeves into motion and try to catch the 
leader, Finally his determination(or lady 
luck) paid off, because Dale Walker had 
& breakdown within a mile and a half of 
the finish line, Clarence Paughts (pro- 
nounced Potts) was now an easy winner, 
while Gib Wright on his 250 Yamaha, 
snatched second place only minutes be- 
hind the winner, Only 20% of the starters 
finished, Less than half the bikes at the 
end of the event were running well 
enough to run another lap,

Recapping The Bushmasters 


By Erich Kohler 
INDIO, Cal, Jan. 19 — Yucca Valley — 
HAH! Fiasco; Fake; Fraud, not neces- 
sarily in that order! Now that I’ve got 
that off my chest, I’ll settle down to 
mere ranting and raving, 

To start off with, the course wasn’t 
even close to the Yucca Valley turnoff at 
Dillon Rd. It was almost straight north of 
Indio. It seems that the Bushmasters 
knew they'd get a poor turn-out if they 
“told it where it is”, so they laid lime 
for maybe 20 miles from a place that had 
a nicer sound to it, Hence the words 
fraud and fake, 

As for the fiasco partof it, that started 
at the start, in drift sand, After that the 
sand gradually gave way to rocks, It 
finally became not only rocky, but rocks 
on rocks. Sharp pointy ones. The round 
ones were heavily, but impartially dis- 
tributed throughout the sand washes. 

Actually, the aforementioned problems 
would have been barely tolerable were it 
not for the next, main deterrent, (or 
detrourant). The course, which was sup- 
posed to be 30 miles but was closer to 
52 miles, was terribly marked, causing 
so many guys to get lost, somany times, 
in several different places, that the 
officials were discussing throwing outall 
the check points. 

I'm not at all sure the race will count 
towards yearly points. 

Not only was the lime insufficient, but 
no one mentioned the need to ignore the 
orange ribbon, left over from aprevious 


run, In fact one of the card markers was 
telling riders to follow both the limeand 
the ribbon. This ribbon and the lime ran 
over the same ground for something like 
half the distance, here now, gone over the 
next rise, In many cases, such as where 
there was no lime to be seen, the ribbon 
led the riders a merry chase indeed. I 
will say however, that the really danger- 
ous spots were well marked, 

The course was laid outin such country 
as to probably disqualify the race any- 
way, because the rulebook states thatfor 
this type of race the course should be 
over ‘‘natural terrain’’; but this course 
went through graded portions where the 
whole side of a hill was crumbly shale 
and sharp rock, This, more than once! 

Several riders packed up at the end of 
the first loop. This was capped by the 
fact that the people at the finish line 
seemingly didn't know when to finish 
the race. 

The plight of Jack Morgan was such 
that his neck will probably get red for a 
long time at the mere mention of ‘‘Bush- 
masters’’, At the end of his second loop 
he was told to keep going, only to break 
down, He finally left with his bike the 
following day. The rest of the trail bikes 
went two loops. Some of the smart ones 
like Dean Goldsmith elected not to go. 

If the Bushmasters are allowed to put 
on another point run, I hope they will 
have learned enough by this one to con- 
centrate more on good marking and less 
in distance,
